Report of Baltimore Industrial Survey 
Commission on Manufacture of 
Jewelry and Silverware. 

BAtTimoreE, Md., Jan. 23.—The exhaustive 
summarization of the Industrial Survey ot 
Baltimore, the first move of this character 
this city has ever attempted for its own en- 
lightenment, was made public this week, the 
report being issued by J. E. Aldred, the 
head of the commission. It is a business 
history of the city, or what a commercial 
house would term a stock-taking of its 
industries and commerce. It is unusually 
thorough and searching, and what might be 
termed pitilessly truthful as to its faults 
and shortcomings. 

It shows that in the business districts of 
the city the total number of manufacturing 
establishments in the calendar year 1913 was 
9298: total number of employes, 115,767; 
total product, $353,319,086, of which $73,- 
890,084 was sold locally and $279,339,002 
was sold outside of the city. the commis- 
sion delves into the jewelry and silverware 
business of the city, giving an impartial 
analysis of local conditions that should be 
of general interest as well as local. There 
are many jewelers who are not aware of 
the fact that the commission went into local 
conditions so exhaustively. 

Their report on the jewelry and silver- 
smithing business is as follows: 

JEWELRY. 

Jewelry made of gold, silver, platinum and other 
precious metals constitutes the principal product 
reported for establishments included under this 
classification. Inasmuch as some of the concerns 
do work in whole or in part on materials furnished 
by others, there is necessarily some duplication in 
the value of products reported. 

This industry has never been developed on an 
extensive scale and very few of the local concerns 
are strictly speaking “‘manufacturers to the trade,” 
confining themselves principally to special order 
and repair work. Baltimore manufacturers can- 
not successfully compete with New York and 
Providence, as their wares cannot be produced as 
cheaply. In instance where comparison is 
the product of the New England manu- 
facturer excels, due to the fact that New York is 
the recognized jewelry center of the United States 
and controls the labor situation so far as skilled 
workers, designers, lapidaries and stonecutters are 
concerned. 

It is stated that the reason why Baltimore manu- 
facturers do not secure more of the local business 
is that they do not properly solicit the trade. Their 
complete lines are seldom ever shown to retail 
dealers in this city, and the merchant is therefore

here. On account of this condition, no retail dealer

Jewelers in this section of the country are 
warned against a check swindler who oper- 
ated in this city recently, passing two bogus 
checks tor $25 each on local merchants. 
‘rom detalls furnished by the Stamford 
police, it is believed that a man under ar- 
rest there 1s not the man who fleeced the 
New Haven business men. The local swin- 
dler worked his game successfully in the 
stores of the Friend E. Brooks Co., cloth- 
lers and furriers, and Harvey & Lewis, op- 
ticians. In both places he secured merchan- 
dise and cash for checks drawn on a bank 
in Cincinnati. The young man had no dif- 
hculty in convincing merchants that he was 
really, as he claimed, “Howard Blair,” 
nephew of a Cincinnati hardware manufac- 
turer. Letters he held in his possession 
helped him, and it was only after he had 
lett for parts unknown that the checks were 
returned from the banks marked “no ac- 
count.” In Bridgeport, it is reported, the 
young man employed the same tactics in a 
rubber goods where he cashed a 
check for $15. 

Clever work by members of the detective 
bureau of this city was instrumental in re- 
vealing the disappearance of valuable 
metals, many cases of which have been re- 
ported during the past few weeks.

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national law has been perfected. While 
nothing was definitely done last week ex- 
cept the adoption of a resolution to the 
effect that the National Stamping law be 
amended, preparations were made for an- 
other conference, to be held in three 
months, at which the actual work of 
amending the act will be taken up, the 
coming conference to be attended by rep- 
resentatives of all the prominent associa- 
tions in the manufacturing, wholesale and 
retail trades, as well as by represen! tives 
t the watch-case and silver-ware indus- 
tries that have no regular organizations 
through which they act. 

As previously noted in these columns, the 
invitations to this conference were sent out 
by the Good and Welfare Committee ot 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade, 
which has been working for several vears 
upon amendments to the Stamping law and 
recently has, to an extent, perfected its 
work upon the proposed amendments to 
the national act. The conference was at- 
tended by a large delegation from the New 
England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Sil- 
versmiths’ Association, which also has had 
a special committee working upon stamp- 
ing legislation, as well as by delegates from 
the National Wholesale Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion, the Newark Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
Association, the New York Manufacturing 
Jewelers’ Association, the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturing Jewelers and rep- 
resentatives of watch-case and other in- 
dustries. 

The discussion at this conference showed 
a general desire of the various imterests to 
get together upon work looking to the 
amendment of the National Stamping law 
to carry out the ideas of all branches of 
the trade, and it was to the New England 
delegates particularly that the adjournment 
of further proceedings for three months 
was due, inasmuch as these gentlemen, who 
represented the majority of the committee 
of the New England jewelers, wished to 
give special study to the amendments pro- 
posed by the National Board and to other 
amendments before any final action was 
taken. 

Altogether this is a step in the right 
direction, and represents a development in 
our trade in its interest in legislation that 
is mosi important. It 1s unfortunately true 
that in the fights for laws attempting to 
regulate an industry the work of framing 
the statute is most often done by a few 
men of the industry and the act is often 
passed without the full effect of the lan- 
suage being understood by those to whom 
it is most important. A few years ago 
there was no organization in the jewelry 
trade that saw fit to act on such impor- 
tant matters as this, and what was done 
had to be done by committees composed of 


a handful of public-spirited men who, 


while working for the best interest of the 
trade, were never in touch with all 
branches of the industry to an extent that 
is necessary in work of this kind. Under 
the new condition as it exists to-day, not 
only will every branch of the jewelry trade 
be represented in the work of framing 
lecislation, but the different industries that 
come to make up our trade will be repre-

With regard to the secondary object, an 
advertisement may meet all the require- 
ments of store publicity in a general way, 
and at the same time have a “kick” to it. 


The kick is a quality much prized by a 
certain class of “ivory-hunters’—borrow- 
ing a baseball term—namely, magazine edi- 
tors, who explore jungles of manuscripts 
in the hope of bringing down here and 
there one of peculiar force. In advertis 
ing the kick may direct the attention of 
the reader, without his really being aware 
of the purpose, to some one thing in par- 
ticular. As in the case of fiction, the 
climax has greater effect than if it had 


been obvious from the beginning. Thus, a 


watch talk. for instance. can be made the 


heart of an advertisement that has other 
claims on the interest. [I would not ad- 
vise this subtle method in all instances. 


instead of the open, above-board appeal on 
behalf of some particular feature of stock, 
but I do hold that the so-called general 
advertisement should keep in mind those 
things which most in need ot 
tering. 

The picture to which reference has been 
made showed Queen Isabella of Spain, in 
the act of pledging her jewels to fit out 
Christopher Columbus for his first voyage 
of discovery. We put this picture on at 
the store in living form. It was something 
of an undertaking, though not as difficult 
as may be imagined. Every man to his 
trade, is a maxim in which I believe, and 
I put myself largely in the hands of a 
local costumer. I had seen some of his 
work in connection with an outdoor Greek 
play that had been given by a girls’ school
